M ay ? .—Large crowds 
surrouuded the ruins of the baildlngs burned 
Tuesday in the rear, of 55 Atlantic avenue, 
sand watched the men in their work of dig­ 
ging and searching in the hopes of discover­ 
ing the charred remains of some unfortu­ 
nate. 
The tired firemca and the gangs of 
laborers employ ed in the search worked 
slowly , bat *y stematicaJ ly . 
The policemen, 
who still stand guard to keep the curious 
back, were besieged with numerous inquiries 
for iMnssmg ones by relatives and friends. 
They wera directed in kindly tones to inquire 
at the corun *r’s office 
or 
station-hou-e, 
but many of them still lingered around the 
ruins in hopes that some trace of a dear (» no 
might be found. 
Fathers, mothers, wives, 
or brothers of souie of the missiiag, with 
anxious, 
care-worn 
countenances, 
s-tood 
around gazing in blank despair on 
the still 
steaming ruins. 
The ruins themselves presented a seene al­ 
most as ghastly as desolate. 
The firemen 
who worked down among the debris in the 
interior of the building said they could smell 
the smoking odor of burning banian flesh, 
end occadoaally when the wind blew to­ 
r/a rd the crowds on the streets this horrible

The legs had disappeared 
Glued to the trunk wee a great mass of 
rubber. 
The recovered bodies were con 
vey ed by workmen to an alley and laid 
upon the ground. 
A great crowd outside 
the alley was kef>t back by policemen. 
After a while five coffins arrived and the 
pieces were placed in them. 
Whea the 
laborers carried out the coffins to be con­ 
vey ed to the dead-house crowds of eager 
men and women pressed about and tried to 
look at the remains. 
They had to be fought 


off by policemen with clubs. 
The scene was 
a terrible one. 
Four of the bodies found during the after 
noon are supposed to be those of Aldoph 
Mattes, who leaves a wife and child; Henry 
Durst, brother of the owner of the tin 
factory :; Frederick Egger, and J ohn Mc­ 
Grath. 
The foul odor which prevails about the 
place leads many to believe that more bodies 
are in the ruins. 
The stench is so great that 
several of the workers had to relinquish their 
tools while others took their places. 
On all 
sides curses are heaped upon the builder and 
contractor.

Short then took the stand and in a long,

stabbing in self-defense. 
This closed the 
testimony in the case, and Charles F. Brooke 
summed up for Short. 
He was followed by 
Assistant District Attorney Fellows for the 
people. 
After a brief and impartial charge 
bv J udge Vanbrunt the jury retired at 7:3) 
p. ixi. to consider their verdict. 
The jury , after some deliberation, brought 
in a verdict of acquittal.

N ew Y ork, May 7 .—A story is current 
here that Mrs. Bailie Reber Laing, formerly 
of Bandusky , Ohio, and a leading meral>er 
of J ohn A. McCaull’s opera company , who 
died at Rutherford Park, N. J ., about two 
months ago, died in child birth, and that 
she was at the time engaged to be married 
to J ames D. Fish, president of the defunct 
Marine 
bank. 
Miss 
Reber, 
as

was generally known, was an exceedingly 
beautiful girl. 
Her parents were members 
of the best society of the charming little 
city on the banks of Lako Erie. At an early 
age she evinced a great fondness for music, 
and her parents at once decided to give her 
all the assistance in their power. 
She came 
to New York and was accepted as a member 
of Mr. McCaull's company . 
Before this, 
however, Miss Reber bad married a Mr. 
Laing. 
They did not live together hap­ 
pily , however, and 
divorce 
proceedings 
were commenced, when Mr. Laing took 
sick and died. 
Bhe sang first in concert 
and then in opera. 
When Mr. McCaull pro­ 
duced “ Ioiantben at the Btaudard theatre in 
this city , Mit» Reber was selected for Phy l­ 
lis. 
In figure she was lithe and graceful. 
Her 
bright 
blue 
ey es, 
golden 
curls, and clear, soprano voice at once 
gained for hor an established position on tho 
New York stage. 
By this time she was, of 
course, made the recipient of innumerable 
attentions from many of the antiquated 
bachelors and incipient mashers who sur­ 
round tho stage doors of the New York 
theatres. 
Prominent among her 
friends 
was J ames D. 
Fish, 
then president of 
the Marine bank and proprietor of the 
My stic fiats. 
These luxuriant apartments 
were 
located 
directly 
opposite 
the 
Casino, and Mias Reber lived with friends 
in that house. 
Mr. Fish was untiring in his 
attentions and lavish in his praise of the 
y oung songstress, in the afternoons his car­ 
riage stood at the door subject to her com­ 
mand. 
Frequently he accompanied her in 
her rides, and even accompanied her to her 
home in Ohio. 
Mr. Fish also owned a y acht, 
and many members of Mr. McCaull’s com­ 
pany owe the pleasure of several charming 
excursions to the proprietor’s devotion to 
this y oung soprano. 
During the past few months of her life 
Mrs. Laing lived at the Hotel Vendome. 
She was in delicate health, however, and 
saw few visitors. 
Borne time in February 
she quietly left tba hotel. 
It was not gener­ 
ally known where she had gone, but her 
friends next heard of her at Rutherford 
Park, N. J . 
Bhe was very sick. 
Her rela­ 
tives in Ohio were surprised at this intelli- 
Ifen ce, and hurried to meet her. 
When they 
arrived at Rutherford 
Park they were in­ 
formed that Mrs. l^aing was dead. 
“ Where is hor body ?” they asked. 
“ It has been taken to New York,” was the 
reply .

Tho suspensio n o f Mr. Palm er as po stmas­ 
ter created a go o d deal o f talk 111 po litical 
circles, the Demo crats, o f co urse, receiving 
tho nevvb with a degree o f jo y, while tho Re­ 
publicans wo re amazed a t its suddenness. 
I’ho curio us wo re o n tho ijui vivo to kno w 
what it meant, and many reaso ns wo re 
given at rando m. 
The truth o f tho m atter 
is, as it has bo o n o btained by a co r­ 
respo ndent, that a 
co mplaint was 
tiled 
against Mr. Palmer by Chuirmuu Obo rly 
last Saturday charging him with o ffensive 
partisanship. 
This paper was submitted to

The Spanish blood in the countries to 
the south of us shows all the changes the 
English blood w ill show under strange coali­ 
tions. 
The English blood has mixed with 
but two other races; the Americans have 
greatly mixed with the negroes, and the 
British have somewhat mixed with the H in­ 
doos or the general inhabitants of India. 
You see the same results in these two mix­ 
tures; the American negro w ill take a hand 
in any future wars of this oountry, and the 
British Hindoo is showing an embarrassing 
zeal just now to do all the fighting for the 
British. 
The Americans have never mixed 
much 
with the 
Indian 
squaws; 
the 
half-breeds 
of 
Indian 
blood 
in our 
country 
were m ainly 
made 
by 
the 
Scotch of the southern states among the 
Cherokees and one or two other nations 
Hence you find in the northwestern part of 
British Am erica that there are two distinct 
types of Indiau half-breeds, of whom Riel 
is an 
illustration, and the Scotch half- 
breed. 
It seems that the Scotch and French 
half-breeds at this time rather fraternize 
There is nothing wonderful in this. 
Scot 
land had a long political connection with 
the] French. 
Before Scotland, under the 
great individuality of John Knox, allied her 
elf politically with England, the Scottish 
throne was occupied by French half-breeds, 
of whom M ary Queen of Scots was the most 
celebrated. 
You w ill obsgrve that the 
belligerent 
families among the Cherokees nearly all 
have Scotch names, like Ross, or Ridge, or 
Mackintosh, or M cG ilvray. Old John Knox 
himself derived his political education from 
the French, just as M ary Queen of Scots, 
whom he betrayed to the English, derived 
her interesting characteristics 
from her 
French mother and husband. 
The Spanish co untries hav e sho wn v ery 
different degrees o f liberality , acco rding to 
the element with which the Spanish blo o d 
fraternized. In Mex ico the Spanish race is 
mixed with Aztec o r Indian. 
In Central 
America it is mix ed with Indian, also , but 
with v ery frequent ex ceptio ns. In no rthern 
So uth America the Spanish ty pe 
o ften 
exista clear, and there it is seldo m tran­ 
quil. 
Brazil is but little 
Spanish, and 
chiefly Po rtuguese. 
In Paraguay the In­ 
dian element in the ruling class is almo st 
paramount. In the Argentine co untry and 
in Uruguay there is an admix ture o f Italian 
and o f Anglo -Sax o n. After all, the nature 
o f the co untry itself v ery much affects the 
race. 
In the Argentine co untry is go o d 
land, adapted fo r grazing and fo r pasto ral 
life, and hence the peo ple are tranquil. 
They had their guerrillas, as the Tex ans 
with a similar co untry had. The Chilians 
hav e kept their race so mewhat clear, and 
they adjo in the Argentine co untry and its 
zreat po ssibilities, and hav e but little desert 
land at hand. 
When y o u go no rthJ ^J *?T 
liv ia and Peru y o u hav e an arid and wild 
co untry clo se at hand, who se co w-bo y s and 
ex -slav es affect the race. 
The United States is tranquil to po graph! 
cally; as where the land is go o d and nature 
does not shake up the country much, the so ­ 
ciety is better than could have been ex­ 
pected from its components. 
When you 
strike rough and jagged mountain countries 
like mountain Kentucky and Tennessee, and 
the broken Farts of Missouri you have a 
people diffei ing, yet alike, as upon the slopes 
of the Pyrenees, where the Pasques defy all 
civilizations. 
On the other hand, strong 
channels of emigration poured through a 
people for years, as through the Swiss, or 
even through the Mormons, w ill turn them 
into a race of inn*keep8 rs. 
In 
our 
country 
the 
changes 
of 
thought 
and 
opinion 
are 
won­ 
derful 
considering 
our 
youth. 
w e 
are in danger of losing our entire interest in 
everything outside of our own country, and 
having no foreign policy whatever, and per­ 
haps in time of 
l o s i n g our distinctive na­ 
tional prejudice. 
There seems to be in the 
United Statps an immense number of people 
who are chiefly hostile to the Americans, 
and to whatever among them has heretofore 
been considered admirable and successful 
There w ill be an awakening from this state 
of things. 
Some day a brash and little 
enemy w ill thunder at our ports, and the 
people w ill suddenly wake up from their 
books of philosophy and literary reviews to 
understand that if they do not have faith in 
themselves they «111 destroy faith in them 
from every '»ther quarter. 
It is better to 
po-sess a patriotic ignorance than a peevish 
and unpatriotic enlightenment. 
Nu natiou on the globe to-day is so hostile 
to foreign influence, to naturalization and to 
the lessons of history as the English nation 
from which we come. 
The stability of those 
(>eople, their belief in themselves, howewer 
misinformed, amounts to a national passion. 
Our country is full of half-educated snobe 
>ut of colloge who consider that there is no 
duty worth performing like disabusing the 
Am rican mind of its traditional self-re­ 
spect.
